Unfinished Business. 

The bil! for the adjustment of the 
State debt was taken up as the un- 
finished business of the morning. 


(The provisions of the bill have | 


alread been published — several 

The bill was read. 

Mr. Brown, of Mecklenburg, moved 
to strike out $1,800,000” as the amount 
of bonds to be issued and insert ‘‘Sz,- 
300,000,"? and guarantees the bonds 
issued to the Western North Caro- 
lina Railroad, which are secured by 
a mortgage of the stock of the N.C. 
R. C., for which 20 cents in the dol- 
lar shall be paid; also that the pro- 
posed bonds to be issued in lieu of the 
old construction bonds of the N. C. 
R. R. shall have the same statutory 
lien as the said old bonds. 

Mr. Brown, of Davidson, moved to 
postpone and make special order for 
to-morrow at 11 o’clock. 

Messrs. Brown, of Mecklenburg 
McGehee, Jones, of Caldwell, and 
Luckey opposed the postponement. 
They argued that unless the_ bill 
passed its second reading to-night it 
would fail, as there would be no quo- 
ram present on Jfonday. No gen- 
tleman need be compromised by his 
vote on the second reading, and by 
the time the bill came to its third 
reading mature deliberation could be 
given it. 

On the call of Mr. McGehee, the 
previous question, was ordered upon 
which notice,of several amendments 
were given. 

The question recurred upon the 
amendment offered by Mr. Brown, 
of Mecklenburg, which wereaccep- 
ted. 

Mr. Freeman offered an amend- 
ment which provides that 20 cents 
shall be “nt 4 for the construction 
bonds of the North Carolina Rail- 
road instead of 50 cents as the bill 
provides. 

The yeas and nays were called and 


| 


the amendment was rejected by a 
vote of yeas 26, nays 50. 

Mr. Moring offeredan amendment, 
in the mature of a substitute, to the 


bill. The substitute provides, in sub- 
stance, that for bonds issued 
to the N. C. R. R., 30° cents 


on the doliar for principal and ac- 
crued interest; for old or ante-bellum 
bonds, sixes, 25 cents for principal 
and accrued interest ; for bonds issued 
under the funding acts of 1866 and 
1868, 20 cents for principal and ac- 
crued interest; for bonds issued du- 
ring and since the war for purpeses of 
internal improvement, under acts 
passed’ before the war, 15 cents for 
principal and accrued interest ; for 
registered certificates due the Board 
of Education, 50 cents for principal 
andiaccrued interest. The bonds to be 
issued in denominations of $100, $500 
and $1000, to run for 30 years at an 
interest of 6 percent, payable semi- 
annually, with coupons attached. In 
case there shall an amount of 
less than $100 due any person the 
Treasurer shall issue a certificate of 
indebtedness for such sum at 6 per 
cent. interest. The Auditor is re- 
quired to addjto the taxes of each year, 
a tax to be leyied on property, polls 
and income, asum to pay the inter- 
est upon the bonds to be issued under 
this act, provided that no tax shall 
be levied to pay the interest upon any 
bonds until issued. The substitute 
further provides that the bonds enum- 
erated as forming a part of the debt, 
which have not been returned to the 
Treasurer on or before Jan. Ist, 1876, 
shall be excluded from the provisions 
of the bill and not be considered as a 
part of the debt. 

Mr. Moring made along and elab- 
orate speech advocating the adoption 
of his substitute. 

Mr. McGehee, by general consent, 
entered into an argument in opposi- 
tion tothe substitute, and spoke at 
considerable length. 

On the adoption of the substitute 
for the bill, the yeas and nays were 
called and it was adopted by the fol- 
lowing ballott:

Mr. Miller moved to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill in regard to 
the public debt failed to pass its 
second reading. ‘he motion to re- 
consider was carried. 

Mr. Johnston offered a substitute 
for the whole matter, which was 
ruled out of order by the Speaker, as 
one substitute had already been 
adopted. 

Mr. Johnston then offered his sub- 
stitute as an independent bill, and it 
went to the Calendar. 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, moved to 
lay the whole matter on the table. 

Pending further consideration of 
the matter to lay on the table the 
House adjourned. 


SENATE. 


FIFTY-SIXTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


SATURDAY, February 14. 
The Senate met at 10} o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair. 
Reading of the journal of yesterday 
was dispensed with. 
Bills on their third Reading. 


The bill to incorporate the Wil- 
mington, Raleigh & Roxboro Rail- 
road passed itsthird reading. 

Bill to prevent the storing of 
guano and other fertilizers in Tar- 
boro, passed its readings. 

Bill to authorize the County Com- 
missianers of Jones county to levy a 
special tax, passed its readings. 

Bill to establish a special criminal 
court in the city of Wilmington, 
being reported upon unfavorably by 
the Committee failed to pass its sec- 
ond reading. 

Bill to authorize the Governor to 
appoint Commissioners of affidavits 
in foreign countries passed its read- 


ings. 

Bill to change the times of holding 
the Superior Courts of Cumberland 
county, with amendments by Mr. 
Troy. Passed. 

Bill for the relief of Daniel Clancy 


was, on motion of Mr. Ransom, laid 
on the table. 

The bill to extend the jurisdiction 
of Justices of the Peace, offered by 
Mr. Waring, with asubstitute by Mr. 
Morehead, of Guilford, which was 
accepted with anamendment by Mr. 
Waring, that Jutices of the Peace 
may have jurisdiction of all cases of 
petty larceny, where the article 
stolen does not exceed in value $50. 
The bill passed its third reading, 
ayes 26, nays 19. 

Mr. Cowles moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the bill passed, 
that he might move to strike out the 
amendment of Mr. Waring from the 
bill, prevailed. 

Mr. Waring withdrew his amend- 
ment when the bill passed its final 
reading. 

Bill to authorize the levying ofa 
special tax in Bladen county, passed 
its readings. 

Bill to incorporate the town of 
Shoe Heel, Robeson county, passed 
its final reading. 

Bill to provide for the care and cus- 
tody of insane persons where they 
are unable to get admission to the 
Lunatic Asylum, empowering Coun- 
ty Commissioners to pay the same, 
&C., its readings. 

Bill to repeal the charter of the 
Shelby Male and Female Academy, 
and to confer upon the town Com- 
missioners all the powers heretofore 
granted to said incorporators, passed 
its readings. 

Bill in relation to public charities. 
asking an appropriation of $500 for 
the actual expenses of the same, 
passed its readings. 

Several amendments were offered, 
one by Mr. Grandy, that the question 
be submitted to the people, and by 
Mr. Love, to strike out $500 and in- 
sert $5,000, which failed.

given them. Whenever they ask for 
their annual supply of money, they 
must state how much they have on 
band of preceding appropriations ; 
every estimate for money for public 
buildings must be accompanied with 
a detailed statement of the whole 
cost of the work. It is declared un- 
lawful for any department to spend 
more than has been appropriated to 
its use. And, finally, all unexpen- 
ded balances of appropriations must 
be covered into the Treasury on the 
Ist of June of every year. 


THE Baltimore Gazette referrin g to 
the address of the National Grange, 
published in these columns yester- 
day, says:

Grange, convened at St. Louis, pub- 
lished yesterday in our columns, is 
a remarkably strong document. It 
is quitesingularin a fashion in which 
it should not be singular—it contains 
very little chaff anda great deal of 
wheat. Itis noticeable for its com- 
mon sense. The tone is familiar, 
while dignified, and is that of a body 
conscious of its strength. It ignores 
eee but politicians had better 
seep out of its way. It is going 
to be a power. It is going to hold the 
balance in the yext Presidential] 


election. has already partially 
revolutionized the West both in- 
dustrially and politically. What we 
are rejoiced to see is that the address 
is without sectional jealousy or one 
word that can wound. Its advice to 
the South was drawn up by Southern 
men, and heartily endorsed by every 
member of the order. It sets forth 
as the true policy of the South just 
what every friend of that section has 
been urging uponit for years, and yet 
the South itself has been too dull to 
receive it. Raise home crops, not 
exclusively cotton, but corn, wheat, 
potatoes ; feed hogs and cattle of all 
kinds; raise poultry where the negroes 
will allow it, and be free from depen- 
dence on others.” 

The New York Z7ridune thus speaks 
of the same resolutions : 

“The declaration of principles put 
forth by the National Grange, at St. 
Louis, is certainly astriking and able 
document. The aims and objects of 
the Patrons of Husbandry, as therein 
stated, are designed to harmonize 
capital and labor, promote the great- 
est good of the greatest number, and 
clothe the brotherhood with all the 
elements of the highest manhood and 
citizenship. ifthe Grangers will live 
up to this admirable declaration, they 
will confer a lasting benefit on the 
whole country. 


Tre question of usury has been 
agitating our Legislatures for several 
winters, with as yet no definite end 
attained. As this is a matter that 
affects almost every one, we repro- 
duce the following well-written 
article from the Chicago TZribune, 
without, howeyer, endorsing it fully, 
though in the main, it expresses our 
ideas. Saysthe Tribune: 

“The Legislature is trying to find 
out what sort of a usury law it ought 
to pass. The best thing it can do is 
to repeal all existing acts on the sub- 
ject, and let men buy and sell money, 
as they do other merchandise, with- 
out State interference. A loan of 
money differs in no respect from the 
loan of a house, the loan ofa horse, 
the loan of furniture, of books, of a 
piano, or anything else, for hire. The 
possession of money gives the posses- 
sor the right to command anything 
in the market for sale. It has a 
wider range of command than a 
house, or a horse, or a piano, but in 
its nature, as an object of hire, is in 
no wise different. 

A law regulating interest concerns 
directly three parties—the borrower, 
the lender, and the State. It harms 
them all. Suppose the legal rate of 
interest is 6 per cent, and that money 
is worth 7. In such an event, the 
borrower cannot get a loan at 6, des- 
pite the law’secommands. If the law 
is enforced, he cannot get a loan even 
at the fair rate of 7. Fora capitalist 
must be indemnified for the risk of 
forfeiture incurred by lending money 


at rates above the legal limit. Inter- 
est always varies with risk. So the 


borrower must give not only what 
would be the rate were there no law, 
but something besides, to pay the 
lender for the danger involved in 
breaking the law. Such an actraises 
the rate of interest in another way. 
3y making it illegal to sell money at 
its full value,it drives capital to places 
where it can be freely employed. 
Thus the supply of loans is dimin- 
ished, whilethe demand, remaining 
substantially unchanged, forces up 
the price. Such acts, then, thongh 
especially designed to make it easy 
for the poor to borrow, tend to put it 
entirely out of their power to do so. 
Usury laws clash with the interests 
of the lender because they fix an ar- 
bitrary Maximum value on what he 
has tosell. With equal justice might 
the State say: “Beef shall never be 
sold for more than 5 cents a pound,” 
or “The use of a piano shall never be 
soli for more than 2 cents a month,”’ 
and declare, as it does declare, ‘The 
use of a dollar shall never be sold for 
more than 6 cents a year.’’ Usury 
laws conflict with the true inter- 
ests of the State, because they are 
foreign to its rightful functions, can- 
not be enforced, and so tend to bring 
all law into contempt. Sinee, then, 
such enactinents, instead of lowering 
the cost of money, raise it ; since they 
diminish the supply of loans and so 
tend to cripple business; since they 
press with especial hardship on the 
poor; since they practically confis- 
cate part of the property of every 
money-owher by making it illegal 
for him to sell his property at the 
market price, whenever that price 
exceeds a certain arbitrary rate; and 
since they interfere needlessly and 
offensively with private affairs, en- 
courage law-breaking, and tend to 
bring all law into contempt, the best 
advice to Legislatures about to pass 
them is—Don’t! 


The True History ofthe Life and

LEGRAPHIC NEWS. 


NOON DISPATCHES. 


FROM HAVANA., 


Serious Riot in the City—The Steam- 
er Arapiles Leaking—Arrival of 
Santa Anna in Havana. 

HAVANA, Feb. 14.—A mob of sev 
eral hundred men marched towards 
the Captain General’s palace last eve- 
ning, demanding the government to 
send into the field entire batallions 
of volunteers with their own officers 
instead of one-tenth of batalion 
as ordered in Javellors recent decrees. 
The mounted police dispersed the 
rioters. No casualties. The Captain 
General to-day quartered a detach- 
ment of gensdarmes in the barracks 
opposite the Palace. The police have 
arrested Saturno Mortinez, editor of 
the Union, a workingman’s Journal, 
and a Priest named Castro.
